34. (New) The method of claim 33 wherein the anxiety disorder is selected from the 
group consisting of general anxiety disorder, social anxiety disorder, post traumatic 
stress disorder, obsessive compulsive disorder, panic disorder, panic attacks, specific 
phobias, social phobia and agoraphobia.
